1. WE read in John, “ In the beginning was the 

« Word, and the Word was wit God, and God 
„% was the Word: the ſame was in the Beginnin with Cod: 
«« All Things were made by Him; and without Tim was not 
any Thing made that was made: In Him was Life, and 
« the Life was the Light of Men : and the Light ſhineth in 
«« Darkneſs; but the Darkneſs comprehended it not.“ More- 
over, The Wofd was made Fleſh, and dwelt amongſt us, 
and we beheld his Glory, the Glory as of the only begotten 
« of the Father, full of Grace and Truth.“ Chap. i. 1, 2, 3, 
4+ 5, 14. he ſame Evangeliſt further adds, Light is 
« come into the World, but Men loved Darkneſs rather than 
« Light, becauſe their * were evil.“ Chap. iii. 19. And 


in 
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in another place: While ye have the Light, believe in the 
« Light, that ye may be the children of the Light. I am 
« come a Light into the World, that whoſoever believeth on 
« Me ſhould not abide in Darkneſs.” Chap. xii. 36, 46. 
Hence it appears, that the Lord is God from Eternity, and 
He Himſelf is that Lord, who was born in the World; for 
it is ſaid, the Word was with God, and God was the Word ; 
as alſo, that without Him was not any thing made that was 
made : and again, that the Word was made Fleſh, and they 
ſaw Him. Why the Lord is faid to be the Word, is little un- 
derſtood in the Church; but he is ſo called, becauſe the Word 
ſignifies Divine Truth itſelf, or Divine Wiſdom; and the 
Lord is Divine "Truth itſelf, or Divine Wiſdom itſelf ; for 
which reaſon he is alſo called the Light, concerning which it 
is likewiſe declared, that it came into the World. Foraſmuch 
as Divine Wiſdom and Divine Love conſtitute but One, and 
were from Eternity as One in the Lord, it is therefore further 
ſaid, „ In Him was Life, and the Life was the Light of 
Men:” Life is Divine Love, and Light is Divine Wiſdom. 
This unity [Ac unum| is what is ſignified by, © In the be- 
6 8 the Word was with God, and God was the 
„Word:“ that which is here ſpoken of as being with God, 
is meant in Him, for Wiſdom is in Love, and Love in 
Wiſdom; this is alſo ſpoken of in another place in John, 
« Glorify thou Me, Father, with thine own Self, with the 
« Glory which I had with thee before the World was,” Chap. 
XVii. 5. With thine own Self, means in thy Self: Hence it 
is alſo ſaid, that God was the Word: It is likewiſe de- 


clared in other Places, that the Lord is in the Father, and 


the Father in Him; as alſo, that the Father and He are One. 
Now as the Word is Divine Wiſdom originating from Divine 
Love, it follows, that it 4s Jehovah Himſelf, conſequently the 
'Lord, by w all Things were made that are made; for all 
Things were created by the Divine Wiſdom that originates 
from Divine Love. 


2. That the ſame Ward is here meant, that was manifeſted 
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and this is not only from the Lord, but is the Lord Himſelf. 
As the word is thus the Lord Himſelf, all and ſingular the 


Things thereof are written concerning Him; for from the 
Prophet Iſaiah unto Malachi, there is not a ſingle; Thing that 


does not relate to the Lord, or that, being in the oppolite 
Senſe, is not contrary to the Lord. That this is the Caſe 
hath heretofore been ſeen by no: Perſon; but nevertheleſs. 
every one has a Capacity to ſee this, provided that he 
knows it in a general Senſe, and thinks thereof whilſt he is 
reading; and farther knows, that there is not only a Natural 
Senſe of the Word, but alſo a Spiritual Senſe contained in it; 
and that in that Senſe, by the Names of Perſons and of 
Places is ſigniſied ſomething. of or belonging to the Lord, 
and conſequently ſomething trom Him relative to Heaven and 
the Church, or ſomething oppolite thereto.

« ſaw his Glory;” as alſo why it is {aid, * While ye have 
« Light, believe in the Lag, that ye may be the Children of

here ſpoken of is Divine Truth, conſequently the Word.

g. It ſhall here be briefly declared what is generally and 
particularly aſſerted concerning the Lord in all the Prophets of 
the Old Teſtament, from Isa14a4H unto MALACHI. I. That 
the Lord was to come in the Fulneſs of Lime, which was 
when he ſhould no longer be known by the Jess, and when 
conſequently there was nothing of a real Church remainin 
with them; and that unleſs he ſhould then come into the Worl 
and reveal himſelf, Mankind would periſh in Eternal Deeth; 
as the Lord alſo ſaid in John, “ Unleſs ye believe that I 
„ am, ye {hall die in your Sins.“ viii. 24. IT. That the 
Lord was to come into the World, to accompliſh a complete 
or final Judgment, and thereby ſubjugate the then prevailing. 
Power of the Hells, which was effected by ſpiritual Combats, 
or Temptations admitted to aſſault the Humanity derived from 
the Mother, and by continual Victories then obtained; and 
that unleſs thoſe Hells ſhould be fo ſubjugated, no mortal

Now, by the Law is therein ſignified, 
in a ſtrict Senſe, the Ten Commandments of the Decalogue ; 
in a more extenſive Senſe, all Things that are written in the 
five Books of Moſes ; and in the moſt extenſive Senſe, all 
Things that are contained in the Word.

12. II is e . in the Church, that the Lord con- 
quered Death, by whic is meant Hell, and that he after- 
wards aſcended in Glory into Heaven; but it is as yet unknown 
that the Lord conquered Death or Hell by ſpiritual Combats, 
which are Temptations, and thereby glorified his Humanity 
at the ſame Time; and that the Paſſion of the Croſs was the 
final Combat or Temptation, by which he fully conquered 
the one, and glorified the other. Concerning theſe ſpiritual 
Combats or Feiprations of the Lord, much is ſpoken in 
the Prophets and in the Pſalms of David, but not ſo much 
in the Evangeliſts: for in the Evangeliſts the Temptations 
that he ſuſtained from his Youth, are briefly deſcribed by his 
Temptations in the Wilderneſs, and afterwards by his bein 
tempted of the Devil, and finally by thoſe Things which he 
ſuffered in Gethſemane, and on' the Croſs. What relates to 
his Temptations in the Wilderneſs, and afterwards by the 
Devil, may be ſeen in Matthew, Chap. iv. 1 to 11; in Mark, 
Chap. i. 12, 13; and in Luke, Chap. iv. 1 to 13. But by theſe 
are | onifled the Whole of the Temptations that he ſuffered, 
even unto the final ones: The Lord did not reveal unto his 
Diſciples any more concerning them, agreeable to what was 
ſaid in Iſaiah,

Mankind, who could not poſſibly have been ſaved without ſuch 
a Proceſs, is predicted in many Paſſages of the Prophets, of 
which only a few ſhall be here adduced. In Iſaiah, Who 
is this that cometh. from Edom with dyed Garments, from 
Bozrah ? He that is glorious in his Apparel, travelling in 
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the Greatneſs of his Strength: I that ſpeak in Righteouſ- 
neſs, mighty to ſave. Wherefore art thou red in thine Ap- 
arel, and thy Garments like him that treadeth in the Wine 
"at? I have trodden the Wine Preſs alone, and of the 
People there was none with me; for I will tread them iri 
mine Anger, and trample them in my Fury, and their Blood 
{hall be ſprinkled upon my Garments; for the Day of Ven- 
geance 1s in my Heart, and the Year of my Redeemed 1s 
come: Mine own Arm brought Salvation to me, I will 
bring down their Strength to the Earth. He ſaid, Surely 
they are my People, Children that will not lie; fo he was 
their Saviour, in his Love and in his Pity he redeemed 
them.“ Chap.

«« Gird thy Sword upon thy Thigh, O Moſt Mighty: Thine 
Arrows are ſharp in the Heart of the King's Enemies, the 
People ſhall fall under thee, thy Throne is fer ever and ever, 
thou loveſt Righteouſneſs, therefore God hath anointed thee.” 
Pſalm xlv. 3, 5, 6, 7. Theſe Things are alſo ſpoken of the 
Lord's Combats with the Hells, and of their een 
for the Lord is treated of throughout the whole Pſalm, that 
is, in Relation to his ſpiritual Combats, to his Glorification, 
and to the Salvation of the Faithful by him.

4; and in Reference to this, Elias 
was clathed with ſuch a Coat, and was girt with a 
Girdle of Leather about his Loins. 2 Kings i. 8. So alſo 
ohn the Baptiſt, who had his Raiment of Camel's Hair, a 
athern Girdle about his Loins, and eat Locuſts and wild 
Honey, Matt. iii. 4. From all which Circumſtances it ap- 
pears, that the Prophets repreſented the State of the Church,

of the Word, being thus repreſented in the Prophets, was 


what is underſtood by the bearing the Iniquities and Sins of 
the People : that this is the Caſe, will appear from what 1s 
related concerning the 4 ee Iſaiah, „ That he went, 
naked and bare - footed three Years, for a ay and Wonder.“ 
Ifaiah xx. 2, 3; and concerning Ezekiel the Prophet, . That 
he carried out the Stuff or Veſſels for removing through the 
Hole he had dug in the Wall, that he covered his Fece, 
ſo that he did not ſee the Earth, and that thus he was for 
a Sign unto the Houſe of Iſrael, and that he alſo ſaid, I am 
your Sign,” Ezek. xii. 3 to 11, That this was to bear Ini- 
quities, manifeſtly appears from Ezekiel, when he was com- 
manded to lie three hundred and ninety Days on his left Side, 
and forty Days on his right Side againſt Jeruſalem, and to 
eat Barley Cakes made with Cow's Dung, as it is thus 
written, Lie thou alſo upon thy left Side, and lay the 
dniquity of the Houſe of Iſrael upon it, For I have laid upon 
thee the Years of their Iniquity according to the Num- 
ber of three hundred and ninety Diagn ſo ſhalt thou bear the 
pert vor 1 the Houſe of Iſrael. And when thou haſt accom- 
pliſhed them, lie _ on thy right Side, and thou ſhalt bear 
the Iniquity of the Houſe of Fudal torty Days,” Ezek. iv. 4, 
5, 6. Now although the Prophet did ſo bear the Iniquities 
of the Houſe of Iſrael and Houſe of Judah, it is plain that 
he did not thereby take them away, and ſo make an Ex- 
proven for them, but only repreſented, and ſhewed their 
States, as appears from the following Paſſages : © Jehovah 
ſaid, Even thus ſhall the Children ot Iſrael eat their defiled 
Bread, among the Gentiles whither I will drive them. Be- 


hold, I will break the Staff of Bread in Jeruſalem that they 


may want Bread and Water, and be aſtoniſhed one wit 
another, and conſume away for their Iniquity,” Verſe 13, 16, 
17, of the ſame 2 *aah In like Manner, when the ſame 
Prophet ſhewed himſelf, and ſaid, * Behold, I am your Sign,” 
it is alſo added, After the fame Manner that I have done, 
| o 
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ſo ſhall it be done unto them, Ezek, xii. 6, 11. The like 
is alſo underſtood concerning the Lord, where it is ſaid, 
„That he hath borne our Griefs, and carried our Sorrows ; 
Jehovah hath laid on him the Iniquity of us all, by his 
owledge ſhall he juſtify many, for he ſhall bear their 
Iniquities.” Iſaiah xlu. the whole of which Chapter treats 
concerning the Paſſion of the Lord, That the Lord him- 
felf, as the Great Prophet, repreſented the State of the 
Church, with Reſpe&t to the Word, appears from the Par. 
ticulars of his Paſſion, as, © That he was betrayed by 
ou 3 that he was taken and condemned by the chief 
Priefts and Elders; that they ſmote him with the Hand; 
that they ſtruck him on the Head with a Reed; that th 
t a Crown of Thorns on his Head; that they divided his 
atments, and caſt Lots for his Veſture; that they cru- 
cified him'; that they gave him Vinegar to drink ; that 
they pierced his Side; that he was buried and poſe again on the 
third Day.“ His being betrayed by Judas, fignified that he 
was betrayed by the iſh Nation, who had the Word 
.- amongſt them at that I ime; for Judas repreſented that Na- 
tion: His being taken and condemned by the chief Prieſts 
and Elders, ſignified that he was taken and condemned by 
all the Jewiſh — Their ſcourging him, ſpitting in his 
Face, ſmiting him, and ſtriking him on the Head with a 
Reed, ſignified that they did the like unto the Word, with 
Reſpect to it's Divine Truths, all which relate to the Lord: 
Their putting a Crown of Thorns on his Head, ſignified that 
they had falſified and adulterated thoſe Truths: Their dividing 
his Garments, and caſting Lots for his Veſture, ſignified that 
they had divided and diſperſed all the Truths of the Word, 
dut not it's Spiritual Senſe, for the Veſture of the Lord ſig- 
nified that Part of the Word: Their crucifying him, ſig- 
nified that they had deſtroyed and prophaned the N 
Word: Their giving him Vinegar to drink, ſignified that 
all was falſified and falſe, and therefore he did not drink it, 
but ſaid, It is fined : Their piercing his Side, ſignified 
tat they had intirely extinguiſhed every Truth of the Word, 
and every Good thereof: His being buried, ſignified the Re- 
jection of the Reſidue of the Humanity taken from the Mo- 
ther; and by his riſing again on the third Day, is ſignified 
his Glorification. The like. is ſignified in the Prophets and 
Pſalms, where the ſame Things are predicted. On this Ac- 
count alſo, aſter he had been ſcourged, and led out bearing 
the Crown of Thorns, and arrayed in a Purple Garment put 
| on 
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CONCERNING Tux Lond. 4t 
on him by the Soldiers, he ſaid, Behold the Man.“ (*) John 
ix. 1, 5. This he ſaid, . becauſe by Man is ſignified the 
Church, for by the Son of Man is meant the Truth of 
the Church, conſequently the Word. Hence then it ap- 
pears, that by bearing Iniquities, is meant to repreſent and 
to figure forth thoſe Sins that are againſt the Divine Truths 
of the Word. That the Lord bore ſuch 2 and ſuf- 
fered as the Son of Man, and not as the Son of God, will 


b be ſhewn in the following Pages; for the Son of Man ſig- 


nifies the Lord with Reſpe& to the Word. 
17. We ſhall now proceed to ſhew what is ſignified by 
taking away Sins: By the taking away Sins is ſignified the 
== ſame Thing as by redeeming Man, and ſaving him; for 
the Lord came into the World, that Man might be faved, 
ſince without his Coming no Mortal could have been refor- 
med and regenerated, conſequently no Mortal could have 
W deen ſaved; but this became poſſible after that the Lord had 
taken away all the Power of the Devil, that is, of Hell, 
and had glorified his Humanity, that is, united it to the Di- 
BE vinity of the Father: had not theſe Things been effected, 
no Mortal could have received any Divine Truth to abide 
== with him, and much leſs any Divine Good, for the Devil, 
that is, the Infernal Powers, who before had ſuch a ſuperior 
Influence, would have plucked it out from his Heart. — 
then it appears that the Lord did not take away Sins by the 
Paſſion of the Croſs, but that he taketh them away, that 
is, removeth them, in ſuch as believe in him, and live ac- 
cording to his Commandments; as the Lord alſo teaches 
in Matthew,“ Think not that I am come to deſtroy the 
Law and the Prophets. Whoſoever {hall break one of theſe 
| leaſt Commandments, and ſhall teach Men ſo, he ſhall be 
called the leaſt in the Kingdom of Heaven ; but whoſoever 
ſhall do and teach them, the ſame ſhall be called great in the 
Kingdom of Heaven.“ Chap. v. 17, 19. Common Rea- 
fon alſo may teach every one, if it be at all enlightened, that 
Sins cannot be taken away from Man, except by actual 
Repentance, conſiſting in Man's ſeeing his Sins, imploring 
Help of the Lord, and afterwards deſiſting from them: to 
ſee, believe, and teach otherwiſe, is not agreeable to the 
Word, or to ſound Reaſon, but has it's Ground in ſome evil

Man, but of God.“ i. 11, 12, 13. By his own are here ſigni- 
fied, thoſe who were then of the Church, and in Poſſeſſion of 
the Word; by the Sons of God that believe in his Name, 
are ſignified thoſe who believe in the Lord, and in the Word; 
by Bloods are ſignified Falſifications of the Word, and the 
Clone of Falſity from thence: The Will of the 
Fleſh, is Man's Will-propriety, which in itſelf is nothing 
but evil : The Will of Man ſignifies Man's intelleQual Pro- 
priety, which in itſelf is wins Paley The born of God are 
thoſe who are regenerated by the Lord. Hereby it appears, 
that thoſe are ſaved, who are principled in the Good of hea- 
venly Love, and in the Truths of Faith from the Lord; but 
not thoſe who abide in their own carnal Propriety.

(ne of the 8 Prevalence of this Notion, and of 
it's Relation to God, the human Intellect has been ſo en-

In theſe Paſſages, and in all others, 
where the Father is named, 1s meant the Divinity that was 
in the Lord by Virtue of Conception, and which, according to 
the Athanahan Creed received throughout the Chriſtian 
World, exiſted in the Lord as the Soul does in the Body with 
Man; the ellential Humanity derived from this Divinity 5 
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the Son of God. Now foraſmuch as this Humanity was 
made Divine, therefore, in order to prevent Man's approach- 
ing the Father alone, and thereby ſeparating the Father from 
the Lord in Thought, in Faith, and of Ae. in Wor- 
ſhip, the Lord, after teaching that the Father and he are 
one; that the Father is in him, and he in the Father; and 
that all ſhould abide in him; and that no one cometh unto 
the Father but by him, taught alſo that he was to be believed 
in, and that Man is ſaved by a direct Faith in him. That 
the Humanity of the Lord was made Divine, cannot be con- 
ceived of by many in Chriſtendom after a juſt Manner, and 
that principally for this Reaſon, becauſe in thinking concern- 
ing Man, they take their Ideas from his material Body, and 
not from his ſpiritual Part, when nevertheleſs all Angels, 
* are purely ſpiritual Beings, are alſo in a perfect Human 
orm; and likewiſe every Thing Divine, which proceeds 
from Jehovah God, from it's belt Principles of Exiſtence in 
Heaven, unto it's laſt in the World, tends to a Human 
Form. That Angels are Human Forms, and that every 
Thing Divine tends to ſuch a Form, may be ſeen in the 
Treatiſe concerning Heaven and Hell, n. 73 to 77, and 
n. 453 to 460: and may allo more fully be ſeen in a Work 
treating of Angelic Wiſdom ne, the Lord. 

33. That the Lord made his Humanity Divine by Temptations 
admitted therein, and by continual Victories at the ſame Time, 
has been already ſpoken to above, n. 12, 13, 14; to which 
it may be expedient to add the following Obſervations, * 
Lemptations are nothing elſe but ſpiritual Combats againſt 
Evil and Falſities; and whereas Evils and Falſities are from 
Hell, Temptations ſtrictly ſpeaking are ſpiritual Combats 
againſt, Hell. Even with Men, who 8 ſpiritual Temp- 
tations, there are evil Spirits from Hell, who occaſion them: 
Man is ignorant of this Origin of Temptations; but it has 
been given me to know by much Experience that the Thing 
is really ſo. Hence allo it is, that when a Man conquers 
in Temptations by the Divine Aſſiſtance of the Lord, he is 
drawn out of Hell, and elevated into Heaven; ſo that by 
Temptations or Combats againſt Evils he is made ſpiritual, 
and thus an Angel. But the Lord fought by Virtue of his 
own proper Power againſt all the Hells, and wholly over- 
came and ſubdued them; and whereas he at the ſame Time 
glorified his Humanity, thereby he holds them to Eter- 
nity under his Power and Authority: for before the Coming 
of the Lord, the Hells had riſen to ſuch a Heighth, that they 
2 H | began, 
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began to infeſt the very Angels of Heaven themſelves, and 
allo every Man coming into and going out of the World. 
The Reaſon why the Hells had riſen unto fuch a Heighth, was, 
becauſe the Church was wholly in a ruined State, and Men in 
the World were principled in mere Falſities and Evils by 
Reaſon of their Idolatries, and of ſuch are the Hells com- 
poſed : Hence it was, that unleſs the Lord had come into 
the World, no Man could have been ſaved, Concerning 
theſe Combats of the Lord, much is ſaid in the Pfalms of 
David, and in the Prophets, but little in the Evangeliſts. 
"Theſe Combats are what are meant by the Temptations, 
which the Lord endured, and of which the laſt was the 
Paſſion of the Croſs ; and it is by Virtue thereof that the 
Lord is called a Saviour and Redeemer. This is alfo fo fa 
known in the Church, as to give Occafion to the genera 
Confeſſion, that the Lord conquered Death, or the Devil, 
that is, Hell, and aroſe victorious: as alſo, that without 
the Lord there is no Salvation. That the Lord alſo glori- 
fied his Humanity, and that hereby he became a Saviour, 
Redeemer, Reformer, and Regenerator unto Eternity, will 
be ſhewn hereafter. That the Lord became a Saviour by 
his ſpiritual Temptations or Cumbats, is evident from many 
Paſſages adduced' above from the Word, at n. 12, 13, 14, 
and from the following in Haiah; „ The Day of Ven- 

eance is in my Heart, and the Year of my Redeemed is come: 
12 tread down the N in my Anger, I will bring 
down their Strength to the Earth, ſ ke was their Saviour.” 
Chap, Ixiii. 4, 6, 8; in which Chapter, the Subject treated 
of is concerning the Lord's Combats, And in the Pſalms, 
Lift up your Heads, O ye Gates, and be ye lift up, ye ever- 
laſting Doors, and the King of Glory ſhall come in; who is 
the King of Glory ? Fehwoah flrong and mighty, Jehovah mighty 
in Battle.” Pfalm xxiv. 7, 8; which Things are alſo ſpoken 
concerning the Lord. . 

Dat a complete Union of the Divinity and Humanity 
was ” in the Lord by the Paſſion of the Croſs, which 
was the final Temptation, was confirmed in it's proper Ar- 
ticle above where it was ſhewn, that the Lord came into 
the World, in Order that he might ſubdue the Hells, and 
glorify his Humanity; and that the Paſſion of the Crofs was 
the final Combat, whereby he fully conquered the Hells, and 
Full ' glorified his Humanity. Now as the Lord, by the Paſlion - 
of dis Croſs, did fully glorify his Humanity, that is, umred it 
to his Divinity, and fo of Conſequence alſo nde his 8 
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Divine, it follows, that he is Jehovah and God with ReſpeR to 

both: It is on this Account, that in many Pallages of the 
Word he is called Jehovah, God, and the Holy One of Iſrael, 
the Redeemer, Saviour, and Former, as in the following :

alſo ſaid that Jehovah is the Redeemer and Saviour ; and 
alſo farther, I am Jehovah, and beſides me there is no Sa- 
viour. Whence it manifeſtly appears, that the Divinity and 
Humanity of the Lord are one Perſon, and that the Huma- 
nity is alſo Divine; for the Redeemer and Saviour of the 
World is no other than the Lord, with Reſpect to the Divine 
Humanity, which 1s called the Son: for Redemption and 
Salvation is the proper Attribute of his Humanity, which is 
called Merit and Righteouſneſs, inaſmuch as it was his Hu- 
manity that endured Temptations and the Paſlion of the 
Crols, and of Conſequence by the Humanity he ſaved and 
redeemed Mankind. Now whereas, after the Union of the 
Humanity with the Divinity in himſelf, which was reſpec- 


were no longer two but one Perſon, (agreeable to the Doctrine 
received throughout the Chriſtian World) therefore the Lord 
is Jehovah and God with Reſpect to each; and in that View 
is ſometimes called Jehovah, and the Holy One of Iſracl, the 
Redeemer and Saviour, and at other Times, Jehovah the 
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Rnedeemer and Saviour, as may be feen in the Paſſages above 
W quoted. He is called a Saviour Which is Chriſt, Luke ii. 
10, It. John iv. 42. God and the God of Iſrael, the Saviour 
and Redeemer. Luke i. 47. Iſaiah xlv. 14, 15. Chap. liv. 
s. Pſalm Ixxviii. 35. Jehovah the Holy One of Iſrael, the 
5 rien and Redeemer. Iſaiah xli. 14. Chap. xliii. 3, 11, 14, 
15. Chap. xlviii. 17. Chap. xlix. 7. Chap. liv. 5. Jeho- 
vah, the Saviour, Redeemer, and Maker. Ifaiah xliv. 6. 
Chap. xlvii. 4. Chap. xlix. 26. Chap. liv. 8. Chap. Ix. 
16. Jeremiah 1. 34. Pſalm Ixxviii. 35. Pſalm cxxx. 7, 8. 
W 2 Samuel xxii. 2, 3. The God Jehovah, the Redeemer and 
Saviour, and beſides whom there is no other. Iſaiah xliii. 11. 
Chap. xliv. 6. Chap. xliv. 14, 15, 21, 22. Hoſea xin. 4. 
35. That the Lord ſucceſſively put off the Humanity which 
was taken from the Mother, and put on the Humanity from the 
Divinity in himſelf, which is the Divine Humanity and the Son of 
God. That there was a Divinity and Humanity in the Lord, 
the Divinity from Jehovah the Father, and the Humanity 
from the Virgin Mary, is generally acknowledged; hence it 
is that he was God and Man, and that he had a Divine Eſſence 
and a Human Nature, the Divine Eſſence from the Father, and 
the Human Nature from the Mother; and hence he was equal 
to the Father with Reſpect to the Divinity, and leſs than the 
Father with Reſpe& to the Humanity: And further, this 
Human Nature from the Mother was not tranſmuted into the 
Divine Effence, neither commixed with it, as the Doctrine 2 
Faith, which is called the At hangſian Creed, teaches; for the 
Human Nature cannot be tranſmuted into the Divine Eſſence, 
neither commixed therewith, Nevertheleſs, by our Doctrine 
we maintain, that the Divinity aſſumed a Humanity, that is, 
united it to itſelf, juſt as a Soul is united to it's Body, ſo that 
they were not two, but one Perſon; from which Circum- 
ſtance it follows, that he put off the Humanity taken from the 
Mother, which in itſelf was like unto the Humanity of another 
Man, and conſequently material, and put on the Humanity 
from the Father, which in itſelf was like unto it's Divinity, 
and conſequently ſubſtantial, by Virtue whereof the Humanity 
was alſo made Divine, Hence it is, that in the prophetical 
Part of the Word, the Lord is alſo, with Reſpe& to the Huma- 
nity, called Jehovah, and God; and in the Word of the Evan- . 
polls, the Lord, God, the Meſſiah, or Chriſt, and the Son of 
od, who is to be believed in, and by whom Men are to be 
ſaved. Now whereas the Lord had from the Beginning a 
Humanity from the Mother, and ſucceſſively put off the ſame, 
25 . that 
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that is, glorified or made it Divine, therefore during his Abode 
in the World, he paſſed through two States, one a State of 

umiliation, or emptying hümfelt, and the other a State of 
Glorification, or Union with the Divinity which is called the 
Father: The State of Humiliation was at the Time and in 
the Degree that he was in. the Humanity from the Mother, 
and the State of Glorification, at the Time and in the Degree 
that he was in the Humanity from the Father: In the State 
of Humiliation he prayed unto the Father, as to one different 
from himſelf, but in the State of Glorification he Ipoks with 
the Father as with himſelf; in this latter State he ſaid, that 
the Father was in him, and he in the Father, and that the 
Father and he were one: but in the State of. Humiliation 
he underwent Temptations, and ſuffered the Croſs, and prayed 
unto the Father not to forſake him; for the Divinity could 
not be tempted, much leſs could it ſuffer the Croſs. Hence 
then it appears, that 4 4 Temptations, and continual Victories 
therein, and by the Paſſion of the Croſs, which was the laſt of 
thoſe "Temptations, he intirely conquered the Hells, and fully 
glorified the Humanity, as was ſhewn above. That the Lord 

ut off the Humanity from the Mother, and put on the 
9 5 from the ivinity in himſelf, which is called the 
Father, appears alſo from this Conſideration, that ſo often as 
the Lord ſpoke by his own Mouth unto the Mother, he did 
not call her Mother, but Woman: We read only three 
Times in the Evangeliſts, that the Lord ſpoke by his own 
Mouth unto the Mother, and concerning her, and at thoſc 
Times he twice called her Woman, and once he did not ac- 
knowledge her as his Mother. That he twice called her 
Woman, we read in John; “The Mother of Jeſus ſaid unto 
him, They have no, Wine; Jeſus ſaid unto her, Foman, what 
have I to do with thee ? mine hour is not yet come.” 11. 4. 
And again, When Jeſus from the Croſs ſaw his Mother 
and the Diſciple ſtanding by, whom he loved, he ſaid: unto 
his Mother, 72man, behold thy Son; then faith he to the 
diſciple, Behold thy Mother.” xix. 26, 27. That he once 
did not acknowledge her, we read in Luke; © It was told Jeſus 
by certain, which ſaid, Thy Mother and thy Brethren ſtand 

without, defiring to lee thee: Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto 
them, My Mother and my Brethren are theſe which hear the 
Word of God and do it.”” viii. 20, 21. Matthew xii. 46 to 

9. Mark iii. 31 to 35. In other Places Mary is called His 
HA. but not from his own Mouth. This is alſo confirmed 
by this Conſideration, that he did not acknowledge himſelf to 
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ve the Son of David; for we read in the Evangeliſts, « Jeſus 
8 aſked the Phariſees, ſaying, What think ye of Chriſt? whoſe 
Von is he? They ſay unto him, The Son of David. He faith 
W unto them, How then doth David in Spirit call him Lord, 
ſaying, The Lord ſaid unto my Lord, fit thou on my right 
Hand, till I make thine Enemies thy Footftool z if David 
then call him Lord, how is he his Son? And no Man was 
able to anſwer him a Word.” Matthew xxii. 41 to 45. 
Mark xt. 35» 36, 37. Luke xx. 41 to 44. Pfalm c i. 
Whence it is evident, that the Lord, with Reſpect to his glo- 
rified Humanity, was neither the Son of Mary nor of David. 
What was the Nature and Quality of his glorihed Humanity, 
he ſhewed unto Peter, James, and John, when he was trans- 
figured before them, © That his Face did ſhine as the Sun, 
and his Raiment was white as Light, and a Voice came out 
of the Cloud, ſaying, This is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleaſed, hear ye him.” Matthew xvii. 1 to 8. Mark ix. 
2 to 8. Luke ix. 28 to 96. The Lord was alſo ſeen by St. 
John, “ As the Sun ſhining in his Strength.“ Apocalypſe i. 
W 16, That the Humanity of the Lord was glorified, is evident 
from what is ſaid concerning his Glorification in the Evange- 
Fiſts, as in John, The Hour is come that the Son of Man 
ſhould be glorified; Father, glority thy Name : 'Then came 
there a Voice from Heaven, ſaying, I have both glorified it, 
and will glorify it again.“ xii. 23, 28. Becauſe the Lord 
was ſucceſſively glorified, therefore it is faid, I have glorified 
it, and will Bau it again. Again, “After Judas was gone 
out, Jeſus ſaid, Now is the Son of Man glorified, and God is 
8 gloritied-in him, and God ſhall alſoiglorify him in himſelf, 
and ſhall ſtraightway glorify him.” xii. 31, 32. Again, 
Jeſus ſaid, Father, the Hour is come, glorify thy Son, that 
thy Son alſo may glorify thee.” xvi. 1. 5: And in Luke, 
„% Ought not Chriſt to have ſuffered theſe Things, and to 
enter into his Glory?“ xxiv. 26. Theſe Things are ſpoken 
concerning his Humanity, The Lord ſaid, God is glorified 
in him, and alſo, God will glorify him in himſelf: and fur. 
ther, glorify thy Son, that thy Son may alſo glorify thee; 
becauſe the Union was reciprocal, of he Divinity with the 
Humanity, and of the Humanity with the Divinity ; where. 
fore it was alſo ſaid, © 1 am in the Father, and the Father in 
me.“ John xiv. 10, 11. Alfo, All mine are thine, and 
all thine are mine.” John xvii. 10; hence the Union was 
full and perfect The ſame is true with Reſpect to all Union, 
that unleſs it be reciprocal, it is not full and perfect; the 
Uniog 
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Union therefore of the Lord with Man, and of Man with the 
Lord, ought to be of this Character and Quality, as he teaches 
in John; © At that Day ye ſhall know that ye are in me, and 
I in you,” xiv. 20. And in another Place, . Abide in me, 
and I in you; he that abideth in me, and I in him, the ſame 
bringeth forth much Fruit.“ xv, 4, 5. 

Inaſmuch as the Humanity of the Lord was glorified, that 
is, was made Divine, therefore, after his Death, he aroſe on 
the third Day with his whole Body ; which never happens 


unto any Man, for Man is raiſed only as to the Spirit, and 


not as to the Body; and that Mankind might know, and no 
one doubt but that the Lord aroſe with his whole Body, he not 
only, declared it by the Angels'who were in the Sepulchre, 
but alſo ſhewed himſelf in his Humanity before his Diſciples, 


ſaying unto them, when they believed they ſaw a Spirit, 


% Behold my Hands and my Feet, that it is I myſelf ; handle 
me and ſee ; for a Spirit hath not Fleſh and Bones, as ye ſee 
me have. And when he had thus ſpoken, he ſhewed them 
his Hands and his Feet.” Luke xxiv. 39, 40. John xx. 20. 
And farther, © Jeſus ſaid to Thomas, Reach hither thy Finger, 
and behold my, Hands; and rezch hither thy Hand, and 
thruſt it into my Side, and be not faithleſs but believing : 
Then anſwered Thomas and ſaid unto him, My Lord and 
my God.” John xx. 27, 28. And that the Lord might far- 
ther confirm it unto them, that he was not a Spirit, but a 
Man, he ſaid unto the Diſciples, © Have ye here any Meat, 
and they gave him a Piece of broiled Fiſh, and of an Honey 
Comb, and he took it and did eat before them.“ Luke xxiv. 


41, 42, 43. And foraſmuch as his Body was not now material, 


but ſubſtantial and divine, therefore he. «© came in amongſt 
the Diſciples whilſt the Doors were ſhut.” John xx. 19, 26. 
And after that he had been ſeen, “he became inviſible.” 
Luke xxiv. 31. The Lord being ſuch, he was taken up, 
and ſeated on the Right Hand of God, according to what 1s 
declared in Luke,“ And it came to pals, whit Fakes bleſſed 
the Diſciples, he was parted from them, and carried up into 
Oo in Mark, „After he had ſpoken 
unto then, he was received up into Heaven, and fat on the 
Right Hand of God.“ xvi. 19. To fit on the Right Hand 
of God, ſignifies Divine Omnipotence. ' 
Foraſmuch as the Lord aſcended into Heaven with the Divi- 
nity and Humanity united together in one Perſon, and ſitteth on 


the Right Hand of God, by which is ſignified Divine Omni- 


potence, hence it follows, that his Human Subſtance or Eſſence 
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is as his Divine. To think otherwiſe would be like ſup- 
poſing that his Divinity was taken up into Heaven, and 
ſeated on the Right Hand of God, and not the Humanity 
with it, which is contradictory to Scripture, and alſo to the 
received Chriſtian Faith, which teaches, ** that God and 
Man in Chriſt are as Soul. and Body ;”* to ſeparate which, 
would be contrary to ſound Reaſon. This Union of the 
Father with the Son, or of the Divinity with the Humanity, 
is alſo meant in the following Paſſages ; I came forth from 
the Father, and am come into the World; again I leave the 
World, and go to the Father.” John xvi. 28. „ go and 
come unto him that ſent me.“ John vii. 33. Chap. xvi. 5, 
16, Chap. xvii. 11, 23. © What if ye ſhall ſee the Son of 
Man afcend up where he was before? raw vi. 62, „No 
Man hath aſcended up to Heaven, but he that came down 
from Heaven. John iii. 13. Every Man that is faved, aſcends * 
mto Heaven, yet not of himſelf, but by the Lord : The Lord 
only aſcended thereto of himſelf, [or by his own proper 
Power.

hat God is a Man, and that every Angel and Spirit is a 
Man from God, is ſhewn 'in ſeveral Places in the Treatiſe 
concerning Heaven and Hell; and more fully in the two 
Treatiſes concerning Angelic Wiſdom. God however was 
from the Beginning a Man in the Firſt Principles e 
but not in the Ultimates; but after that he aſſumed a Hu- 
manity in the World, he alſo became a Man in the Ulti- 
mates: This follows from what was proved above; namely, 
that the Lord united his Humanity to his Divinity, and thus 


made his Humanity alſo Divine. Hence it is, that the Lord

This ſhall here be 
farther demonſtrated from thoſe Paſſages of the Word, where 
the Lord is called Jehovah, the God of Iſrael and of Jacob, 
the Holy One of Iſrael, the Lord and God; as alſo the King, 
the Anointed of Jehovah, and David. Previous hereto it 


may be expedient to remark, that it was granted mo to read 


over all the Prophets, and the Pſalms of David, and to exa- 
mine every Verſe of the ſame, and clearly perceive what was 
treated of therem ; when it plainly appeared, that the Whole 
and every Part of the fame did not treat of any other Things, 
than of the Church eſtabliſhed and to be eſtabliſhed by * 


Lord; of his Coming, of his Combats, Glorification, Re- 


demption, and Salvation, and of Heaven as derived from him, 
and at the ſame Tune of Things oppolite to theſe: And 


whereas all thoſe Things are the Works of the Lord, it 
Lan appeared, that the whole Sacred Scripture relates to the 
ord, : 


and that conſequently the Lord is the Word.“ This 


however cannot be ſeen, but by thoſe who are endowed with 5 
heavenly Light from the Lord, and who have alſo ſome Wil 
Knowledge of the ſpiritual Senſe of the Word. All the An- 


els of Heaven are gifted with this Knowledge ; and there- 
; ay when the Word is read by Man, they do not comprehend 
it in any other Senſe; for there are;canſtantly both Spirits 
and Angels attendant on Man; and as they are ſpiritual, ſo 


do they underſtand-all thoſe Things ſpiritually, which Man 5 


underſtands naturally. That the whole Sacred Scripture re- 
lates to the Lord, can be ſcen only in an obſcure and tranſient 
Manner from thoſe Paſſages that are cited from the Word in 
the firſt Article, from n. 1 to 6; but ſhall naw be farther elucl. 
dated fror thoſe Paſſages, which ſhall be produced from the 
Word concerning the; Lord, where ke is ſo often called Lord 
aud God ; from which it may be evidently ſeen, that it ” 
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de who ſpake by the Prophets, by whom it is every where 
(aid, Fehovah ſpake, b ee ſaid, and the Saying of Jehovah, 
That the Lord exiſted before his Cong into the World, ap- 
W pears from the following Paſlages ; “ He it is, who cometh 
after me, that was before me, the Latchet of whole.

55. THE Reaſon why Chriſtians have acknowledged three 
Divine Perſons, and thus as it were three Gods, is, becauſe 
there is in the Lord a three fold Principle | Trinum], and one is 
called the Father, another the Son, and a third the Holy 
Spirit; and in the Word this threefold Principle is mentioned 
under diſtin Names, as the Soul and Body, and what pro- 
ceedeth from them, are mentioned under diſtin& Names, al- 
though at the ſame Time they be one. The Word allo, in 
it's literal Senſe, is ſuch, that it diſtinguiſhes the Things which 
are one, as if they were not one; hence it is that e 
who is the Lord from Eternity, is at one Time named Jeho- 
vah, at another Jehovah of Heſs, at another Time God, at 
another the Lord, and at the ſame Time the Creator, Saviour, 
Redeemer, and Former, or Maker, alſo Schaddai, or the Al- 
mighty; and his Humanity, which he aſſumed in the World, is 
named Jeſus, Chriſt, the Meſſiah, the Son of God, the Son of 
Man, and in the Word of the Old Teſtament, God, the Holy 
One of Iſrael, the Anointed of Jehovah, the King, the Prince, 
the Counſellor, the Angel, and David. Now, whereas the 
Word is fuch in the Senſe of the Letter, that it diſtinguiſhes 
by ſeveral Names thoſe who nevertheleſs are one, therefore 
the Chriſtians of the firſt Ages, who were plain ſimple Men, 
and underſtood all Parts of the Word according to the Senſe 
of the Letter, diſtinguiſhed the Divinity into Three Perſons; 
which, on Account of their Simplicity, was permitted; but 
yet with this Reſtriction, that they ſnhould believe concernin 
the Con, that he was infinite, uncreate, omnipotent, Go 
and Lord, and altogether equal to the Father; and ſhould 
further believe, that Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, are not 
two or three, but one in Eſſence, Majeſty, and Glory, conſe.

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quently in Divinity. They who are principled in this Be. 
Hef, and abide therein ſimply, according to DoArine, and do 
ot confirm themſelves in there being three Gods, but con- 


ider the Trinity as conſiſting in Unity, are, after their De. 


ceaſe, inſtructed from the Lord by Angels, that he himſelf is 
that One, and that Trine {or threefold Principle]; which 
Faith is alſo received by all who enter into Heaven : for no

Hence it appears, that it was of Divine 
Permiſſion that the Chriſtians did at firſt receive the Doctrine 
concerning Three Perſons, but with this Reſtriction, that 
they received at the ſame Time this Faith, that the Lord 
was the infinite God, Almighty, and Jehovah; for had they 
not received this Faith, the Church muſt needs have periſhed, 
inaſmuch as a Church exiſts as ſuch only from the Lord, 
and all Things pertainipg to eternal Life are derived only 
from him, = not from any other. That a Church exiſts 
as ſuch from the Lord, may appear from this ſingle Conſi- 
deration, that the whole Word, from it's Beginning to it's End, 
treats only of him, as is ſhewn above, and that he 1s to be 
believed in, and that thoſe who do not belieye in him have not 
eternal Life ; nay, that the Wrath of God abideth on them, 
ſee John iii. 309. Now whereas every one may ſee intuitively, 
that if God is one, he is one bath as te Perſon and Eſſence, (for 
Ro rational Perſon does or can think otherwiſe, whilſt he 
thinks that God is one) I ſhall now cite the Whole of the 
Athanaſian Doctrine or Creed, and afterwards ſhew, that all

61. The Reaſon why theſe Things relative to the Lord 
WS arc now for the firſt Time made 8 known is, becauſe 
WT it is foretold in the Apocalypſe, Chap. xxi. and xxii. that a 
W vew Church ſhould be eſtabliſhed by the Lord, when the 
former Church ſhould come to an End, which ngw Church 
was to be founded on this Acknowledgment of thè Lord as a 
firſt and principal Truth. This Church is what is meant by the 
new]eruſalem there mentioned, into which none can enter, but 
fuch as acknowledge the Lord alone as the God of Heaven 
and Earth. And this-I can aver, that the univerſal Heaven 
doth thus acknowledge the Lord ; and that whoſoever doth 
not ſo acknowledge him is not admitted therein : for Heaven 
exiſts as ſuch ſolely from the Lord. It is this Acknowledg- 
ment, grounded in Love and Faith, which cauſeth all the In- 
babitants of Heaven to be in the Lord, and the Lord in them, 
according to what he himſelf teaches in John, © In that Day 
ye ſhall know that I am in my Father, and yein me, and 1 
in you.“ xiv. 20. And again, “ Abide in me and I in you: 
I am the Vine, ye are the Branches, he that abideth in me 
and I in him, the ſame bringeth forth much Fruit; for with- 
out me ye can do nothing: if a Man abide not in me, he is 
caſt out.” Chap. xv. 4, 5, 6. Chap. xvii. 22, 23. The 
Reaſon why this Doctrine concerning the Lord was not be- 
fore diſcovered from the Word, is, becauſe had it been before 
diſcovered and ſeen, ſtill it would not have been received: 
ſor heretofore the final Judgment was not accompliſhed, and 
previous to that Judgment, the Power of Hell prevailed over 
ce Power of Heaven, ſo that Man being in the Midf between 
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n Heaven and Hell, had this Doctrine been before diſcovered, 
y he would not have received it, inaſmuch as the Devil, that

1s, Hell, would have taken it out of his Heart, and would 
moreover have profaned it. This State of the Power of Hell 
was altogether deſtroyed by the laſt Judgment, which is now 


accompliſhed ; ſince which Time, it is in every one's Power, 
who deſires it, to be enlightened, and gifted with genuine

That by the New jeruſalem in the 
Apocalypſe 1s underſtood a New 
Church. 


62. AFTER that the State of the Chriſtian Church is de- 
ſeribed in the Apocalypſe, what it would be at it's End or Con- 
ſummation, and what it now is; and after that thoſe of the 
Church, who are meant by the falſe Prophet, the Dragon, the 
Whore, and the Beaſts, were caſt into Hell; conſequently, 
after that the final Judgment was accompliſhed, it is ſaid 
therein, © Haw a new Heaven and a new Earth; for the firſt 
Heaven and the firſt Earth were paſſed away. Then I John 
ſaw the Holy City, the New Feruſalem, deſcending from God 
out of Heaven; and I heard a great Voice out of Heaven, 
ſaying, Behold, the Tabernacle of God is with Men, and he will 
dwell with them, and they {hall be his People, and God him- 
felf ſhall- be with them, and be their God: and he that ſat 
upon the Throne ſaid, Behold, I make all Things new: and 
he ſaid unto me, Write, for theſe Words are true and faithful.“ 
Apoc. xxi. I, 2, 3, 5. Now, by the new Heaven and the 
new Earth which John ſaw, after the firſt Heaven and the firſt 
Earth had paſſed away, is not meant a new _—_ atmo- 
ſpherical Heaven, or ſuch as appears before the bodily Eyes, 
neither a new Earth on which men are to dwell, but thereby 
is meant a new Church both in the ſpirituatand in the natural 
World. And becauſe a new Church was alſo to be eſtabliſhed 
both in the ſpiritual and natural World by the Lord, whilſt he 
was in the World, the ſame was alſo foretold by the Prophets, 
viz. That a new Heaven and a new Earth were then to exiſt; 
as in Iſaiah, Chap. Ixv. 17. Chap. Ixvi. 22. and elſewhere, 
which no Perſon can therefore underitand, as ſpoken of an 
Heaven, ſuch as is viſible to the bodily Eyes, or of an Earth 
tabitable by Men. By the ſpiritual. World is here meant that 
World which is the Abode of Angels and Spirits, and by the 
natural World that which is the Abode of Men. That a new 
Church has been lately eſtabliſhed in the ſpiritual World, and 
that a new one will be-eſtabliſhed in the natural World, is 
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7 ſhewn in ſeveral Paſſages of the Treatiſe e 2 


Judgment, and more fully in the Contmuation theres 1 
63. By the Holy City, the New Jeruſalem, is underſtood 
this new Church, as to it's Doctrine; wherefore it was ſeen 
deſcending out of Heaven from God; for the Doctrine of 
enuine Huth is derived from no other Origin than from the 
ng through Heaven.

I am informed, 
that it is diſputed by ſome, whether the Conſummation of 
the preſent Diſpenſatioff exiſts at this Day; as alſo, whether 
the Advent of the Lord, and the Eſtabliſhment of a New 
Church by him, is at Hand, There are ſome alfo who believe, 
chat the prevailing modern Faith, which petitions God the 
Father for the Sake of the Son, is a real ſaving Faith; but in 

e Revelation Revealed it is ſhewn, that this Faith has de- 
oyed the Church, aboliſhed true Religion, and of Conſe- 

ence deſolated and baniſhed every Thing on which accept- 
able Worſhip depends, infomuch that there is not any real 
and effential Good or Truth left; and that the Works which 
are conſidered as'the Fruits of that Faith, are nothing but the 
Cages of which Tfaiah ſpeaks in Chap. lix. 5; and therefore 

ole who confirm themſelves in that Faith, and it's Weapons 
of Offence, believing that the Goods which they do are the 
Fruits of that Faith, ate greatly miſtaken, and do but doat 
in {ach vain Conjectures; neither can they be delivered from 
them but by a Rejection of the confirmatory Notions of that 
Faith, and by the Adoption of the Faith which is in Jeſus 
Chriſt, which Faith contains nothing of ſuch a Nature in it, 
as may be ſeen in the Doctrine of the New Jeruſalem con- 
cerning Faith. n. 345 35, 36, 37. 

The Falſities of the modern Faith are; I. That the Lord 
teak away the Damnation of the Lato when nevertheleſs he 
did not take aWay one Tittle of it, as is evident from the De- 
elarations of St. Paul; which aſſert, that every one ſhall be 
judged according to his Works. Rom. xi! 10, 13. 2 Cor. v. 
10, &c. What is mentioned concerning the Lord's taking away 


the Curſe, is to be underſtood thus, viz. That without his 


Advent into the World, no Perſon could have been ſaved. 
HI. That the Lord. fulfilled the Lu, is true, for thereby he 
ec 8 | becarag 
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became Righteouſneſs itſelf; yet did not make the Law of 
Non effect by that; for the Lord wrought, that all who flee 
from Evils as Sins, and worſhip him, (conſequently thoſe who 
flee from any Sins they ſee in themſelves) ſhould be in the 
Deſire of Hlecing from all as ſoon as they diſcover them, 
and thereby be ſaved. III. That the Lord's Merit is imputed 
to Man, which is impoſlible, for his Merit conſiſts in two 
Things, viz. That hé ſubdued the Hells, and glorified his 
Humanity, neither of which can be imputed to any Man; 
but by theſe the Lord aſſumed a Power of ſaving all who 
worſhip him, examine themſelves, and flee from their Evils, 
that are an Offence unto God. IV. God the Father is peti- 
tioned, that he will have Mercy for the Sake of the Son, and 
ſend the Holy Spirit: this is the Inverſe of Worſhip, for there- 
by an Idea of Three Gods is ſuggeſted to the Minds of Men, 
as if God the Father -was one, the Sen another, and the 
Holy Spirit anotffer; and if if be ſaid, that by the Son is un- 
derſtood the Humanity, {till in that Senſe there remains an 
Idea of Two Perſons concerning the Lord. V. That Man is 
juſtified by this oral Faith, ſo as it is done with a flrong Per- 
ſugſion and Confidence, is falſe. See Rom. x. 10. James i. 22. 
There is neither any Truth or Good in ſuch a Perſuaſion, con- 
ſequently no true Principle of a Church or Religion ; for the 
pure Truth of Doctrine conſtitutes a Church, and the Good 
of Life, true Religion. VI. It is alſo maintained,-that good + 
Merke, or the Goods of Charity, are the Fruits of that Faith; 
when even the clerical Body have not hitherto been able 
to find the Connection of that Faith with good Works: 
truly, they teach that good Works cannot even preſerve or 
retain Faith ; and that therefore no other Fruits of that Faith 
do exiſt than the Works of the Holy Spirit within Man, of 
which the Man is ſaid to know nothing; and that if he does 
any Thing, it is only of a moral and civil Nature, and that 
it 18 of no Help in the Article of Salvation. That Paul's Say - 
ing to the Romans, Chap. iii. 22, on which is founded the 
5. Anh of the modern Theology, 1s falſely underſtood, is 
evidently ſhewn in the Revelation Revealed, n. 417. 

Beſides theſe, there are many others of the Kind, which J 
ſhall here forbear to mention, yet from which can be ſhewn, 
that if any one brings forth the Fruit of that Faith, he pro- 
duces the Eggs ſpoken of in Iſaiah lix. g. It is taught in 
the New Church, that Faith can never produce the Goods of 
Charity, as a Tree does Fruit, but that Truths which are termed 
Matters of Faith, teach how Man is to think of God, and to

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1d thwart his Neighbour ; that Charity receives thoſe Truths 
in it's Goods, juſt as Fruit receives the Juices and their Sa 


yours from the Tree, and that thus the Fruits or good Work; 


of the "preſent Faith ſpoken of above, have no other Juices 
and Savours than it's Confirmations, which are Falſities, and 
theſe exiſt in it's Goods; and although Man is ignorant o 
this, the attendant Angels are perfectly ſenſible of it.
